Once again our annual General inecting has come round, so I would like to remind 
new (and old) residents of the orizins ond functions of the tesidents association. 


the associction has been in existence since October 1967. It was founded, 
inspired and supported throughout its first years of existence by Mr. R. A. Burry. 
Mr. Burry and his family were among the first inhabitants of the Village. 


A firm believer in the concept of Bar Hill, Mr. Burry devoted a great deal of 
energy to the Association and, in doing so, laid the foundations of the remarkably 
rich and varied conmunity life which exists in the Village today. 


He founded this Newsletter at the sale time as the Association and, although 
he ceased to edit it in 1969, he subsequently contributed many informative and 
stimulating letters and articles. In his dealings with the Association he was 


invariably patient and tactful but defended witn integrity what he considered to be 
correct. 


‘Wnese qualities, combined with intelligense and a sense of humour, made him an 
asset that the community could ill afford to lose. His tragic and untimely death 
deeply shocked all who had known, liked and respected him: his family have the support 
and sympathy, in their loss, of the community he did so much to create. 


The objects of the Association are as follows: 


(a) To promote the interests of Bar Hill Village 

(b) To act when necessary as an intermediary between the residents and other 
bodies 

(c) fo raise funds for the purpose of promoting the interests of the Village 


(a) To keep residents informed of matters of interest to them in and around 
the Village. 


Ihe R.A. receives no money, on a regular basis, from the developers and no 
part of your maintenance fees. It is supported solely by annual subscriptions and 
the profit from occasional social functions. It has sufficient funds to sponsor and 
assist new groups in the Village in their early stages. uring the past year we 
have inaugurated the Horticultural Society and sponsored and assisted the hotoring 
Association. Doth of these groups are now independent and flourishing and providing 
an excellent service to the Village. 


We produce and distribute this monthly Newsletter free of charge to the whole 
Village, entirely from the funds of the Association. At the woment this costs 
approximately 225 per annum, but this cost will increase with the population. 


2. (B.H.R.A., contd.) 


We are very willing to deal on your behalf with the developers or other 
outside bodies where we can help and on matters of general interest. If necessary 
we can obtain legal aid or opinions on matter affecting the village in general. 

In response to requests from residents, we are at the moment, for example, 
attempting to obtain from the developers a detailed explanation of their intention 
regarding the communal raiio and television aerials. 


In the long term we anticipate a role in the provision of amenities in the 
Village Green and in other areas of the Village. Where it seems appropriate, we 
refer matters tu the Parish Council for their attention and vice versa. 


If you consider these aims to be worthwhile, and would like to add weight to 
our voice, would you please fill in the current membership form which is in this 
Newsletter and either send it to one of the committee, or bring it to the A.G.M.

The A.G.M. of the Residents Association will be held in the school at 8 p.m. 
on Tuesday, 23rd November 1971. If you wish to raise any matter for discussion at 
the meeting, please give notice in writing to the Secretary (*) beforehand. 


New Officers and Committee will be elected at this meeting, in accordance with 
the Rules of the Association quoted below: 


(5) Election of: Up to 12 Committee members (who must be Village residents) 
proportionally representing Streets or Areas of the Village as agreed by the A.G.M. 
from time to time: PLUS a Secretary, who must be resident; PLUS a ‘lreasurer, who 
must be resident; PLUS TWO Auditors who are not members of the Committee. 


(14) Nominations: Nominations will normally be in writing signed by the 
nominee, his proposer and seconder and will be delivered to the secretary not less 
than fourteen clear days before the date of the meeting. However, tue meeting may 
accopt later nominations by a majority vote."

Notice from the Developers 


Messrs. J. Nunn and Sons (Ipswich) Ltd., who are carrying out building 
operations within the Village have asked that the increase in damage to and loss of 
materials which the firm is experiencing be brought to the notice of the Villagers. 


They ask that children be prevented from going on to the sites where they can 
easily injure themselves or cause damage. 


The firm also asks for co-operation in cases where materials are seen being 
removed during non working hours and/or where vehicles are seen being used for this 
purpose, the nuber be taken and brought to the notice of the police or the staff 
of the Information Centre. 


One recent incident concerns a considerable amount of property stolen from the 
site by a non-resident, but this person is shortly to appear in court. In another 
incident a piece of valuable equipment was stolen from one of the show houses.

Gardening shop We expect to take delivery very soon of roses and shrubs, and we 
still have/some pre-planted Daffodils, Tulips, Hyacinths and Crocuses for indoor 
flowering. 


November Hints Clear up herbaceous borders and turn over rough ground so that it 
can be broken up during the winter , working in peat and a slow-acting fertiliser. 
Prune bush and standard roses as soon as the leaves have fallen, although this can 
be done at any convenient time up to March. The only exceptions are H.T. roses, 
which are tender and best left unpruned until early April. Also prune fruit trecs. 
Now, rather than spring, is the time to plant roses, fruit and ornamental trees 
and shrubs, etc. Do not plant too close together: small shrubs 3ft; large shrubs 
6ft and trees 12 to 16ft apart. Plant roses 18 to 24 ins. apart. Lift begonias 
and dahlias as the frost gets them.
